MacSWINEY TESTIMONY. 

Charges that the British govern- 
ment has kept alive and continuous- 
ly stirred religious hatred in Ire- 
land and has sought through «a 
“reign of terror” to starve that coun- 
try inte submission brought to a 
conclusion eight hours of testiggony 
today by Miss Mary MacSwiney, sis«- 
ter of the late Lord Mayor of Cork, 
before the commission of the com- 
mittee of one hundred investigating 
the Irish question.

Miss MacSwiney punctuated her 
story of the movement for Irish 
freedom with the assertion that the 
United States had not lived up to 
ite ideal of “making the world safe 
for democracy.” “We are not dis- 
turbers,"’ the witness said, “we want 
just to be left alone. We are not 
using coercion and we will not be 
coerced. We simply want England 
to elear out; we'll forgive her of 
everything if she will only leave us 
alone.” 
Miss MacBwiney told the commis- 
sion that she strongly protested 
“against the insinuations that my 
fellow republicans in Ireland did 
anything to secure the aid of the 
Central Powers,” during the war. 

HELP FROM GERMANY. 
“They did not,” she said, “but 
tf they had been able to do so they 
would have done s0, a@ding that 
France was giad to get English gold 
to help her in the war and that En- 
gland was equally giad to obtain 
American gold to aid her.” 

The witness gave vivid description 
of the “gun running.” which, she 
sald, was participated in by both 
the Irish volunteers and Ulsterites, 
led by Sir Edward Carson. 
Declaring that the British always 
had boasted that they wanted to 
treat both north and south alike, 
Miss MacSwiney said she belleved 
the suppression of “gun running” by 
the Irish volunteers was proof that 
they were not fair.

Finance Corporation and thereby afford relief to farmers confronted by 
falling prices plan to call up their measure in the Senate Friday and ask 
for its immediate passage. Senator Gronna, Republican, North Dakota. 
in charge of the resolution, gave this notice today tm asking that the Sen- 
ate iet the matter go over until the later date. 


Supporters of the proposed legis- 
lation said they had received as- 
surances that Senate leaders would 
not oppose the measure, which can 
be brought before the House either 
by unanimous consent or by ma- 
jority vote. 

While farm relief legislation was 
being temporarily postponed in the 
Senate, the flood of bills to extend 
relief continued in the House. 
Among the measures was a bill by 
Representative Strong, Republican, 
Kansas, to direct the committee on 
banking and currency to  investi- 
gate what legislation would be 
necessary to permit the proper 
financing of farmers and _ stock 
raisers.

LUCERNE (Switzerland) Dee 8.—Ex-King Constantine will not relin- 
quish his claim to the Greek throne in favor of his son George, it was de- 
clared today by Prof. Georgios Streit, close adviser of Constantine here. 


“The Greek people want Constan- 
tine so badly that his abdication 
probably would cause a revolution 
in Greece.” Prof. Streit added. * 

“Prince George at present is in 
Bucharest with his fiancee and will 
join Constantine en route and enter 
Athens with his father. 

“Constantine's party will board the 
trans-Atlantic liner Pairis at Brin- 
disi, probably Saturday.” 

REFUSE TO CREDIT THREAT. 

Cc. P. Casanges of New York and 
Louisville. who was elected to the 
Greek Chamber of Deputies in the

TRICKY AD MEN. 


Vigilance Committee Counsel 
Tells of Drift West. 
Public Confidence Difficult to 
Recover if Lost. 


Readers Must Know Mer- 
"chants Are Strict on Truth. 


Hot on the heels of promoters of 
fraudulent advertising schemes who 
have gained a foothold in the in- 
dustrial life of the West after hav- 
ing been driven from business in the 
East, Richard H. Lee, special counsel 
of the vigilance committee of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World, at a luncheon given in his 
honor by the Los Angeles Advertis- 
ing Club at the Alexandria yester- 
day, denounced deceptive advertis- 
ing and appealed to Los Angeles 
advertising and business men to 
keep their ranks clear of such pro- 
moters. 

“We have numerous specific cases 
‘of men who, failing to foist their 
fictitious mediums on th@ eastern 
public because of our efforts there 
to keep advertising honest, have 
traveled westward,” he said.' “Dur- 
ing the present campaign for truth 
in advertising the elimination of 
this element is one of the foremost 
tasks before the better business bu- 
reau. 

CONFIFENCE MAIN ASSET. 

“The chief asset of advertising is 
the confidence. Without 
this, advertising is worthless; there- 
fore, it is up to the business men 
to get together and clean house 
until they have won the public's 
confidence that the goods they sell 
are what they represent them to be. 
With the sum of $1,400,000,000 apent 
for advertising in the United States 
last year, of which $600,000,000 went 
to the newspapers, it behooves mer- 
chants to see that they are not talk- 
ing to deaf ears.”

OREIGN DE CRISIS. 

Meeting in Congress Hotel in Chi- 
cago tomorrow, in the midst of associa- 
tions where much contemporary political 
history has been written, a group of bank- 
ers, financiers, economists and public of- 
ficials will seek to organize a corporation 
for the purpose of enabling this country 
to market its excess products tn Huropean 
countries which urgently need them but 
are drained of cash. 

Europe seeks to purchase on credit; but 
it is so tainted with radicalism that, under 


. existing conditions, it is a poor trade risk. 


The Times has had frequent occasions to 
call attention to the fact that at least 
$2,000,000,000 of excess products are stored 
in this country at the present time, while 
millions of men, Women and children are 
starving in different parts of Europe for 
want of these supplies. To admit that 
such a condition is without a remedy is 
to concede that our civilization is a fallure. 

A number of Furopean communities hag 
very much the ‘appearance of so many 
prodigal sons. They have wasted their 
substance—in some instances they have 
been robbed of it—their stomachs and their 
purses are alike empty; their women and 
children are without food and raiment; 
they are not in position to earn, and they 
can give no negotiable assurance that if 
they are to be aided financially by this 
country they will not waste what is loaned 
to them, without serious thought of repay- 
ment. The problem ig one of the most 
complex and serious ever presented to the 
government and the industry of a nation 
not itself involved. 

Republican leaders, within Congress and 
without, saws this condition developing 


‘twelve months ago. They realized that 


some form of aid should be given these 
prodigals; but they also realized that the 
government, as a corporation, could not 
furnish materia] assistance. It was viewed 
as a case where the government should 
stimulate private industry to aid faltering 
Europe and, by so doing, stabilize our own 
foreign trade. With this object In view 
Congreag passed the Bdge Act, an amend- 
ment to the Federal Reserve law, which 
prescribes conditions under which Federal 
support may be given to private corpora- 
tions seeking to arrange for an extension 
of foreign credits. The conference held 
in Chicago today is for the purpose of 
forming a $100.000,000 corporation under 
the terms of that act to make possible an 
extension of foreign credits for American 
products on a sound financial! basis. 

Reasons for immediate action are set 
forth by the committee of arrangements 
as follows: 

An imouiediate inauguration of this 
ration fs believed vital to the in- 
of the United States, in order 
that our foreign trade may be properly 
fihanced and fp order that our indus- 
tries may be protected, so far as posst- 
ble, from an anxious future with at- 
tendant elements of unemployment and 
unrest. Stagnation has developed in 
the United States for commodities such 
as wool, sugar, rubber, coffee, certain 
metals and various other staples and, 
to a lesser extent, for wheat and cot- 
ton, whereas practically all such com- 
modities are urgently required in many 
other countries of the world. 

Back of the conservative utterance of 
this preamble one can glimpse the mil- 
lions of starving children for whose aid 
Herbert Hoover has lately appealed; also 
the bulging warehouses in this country and 
the unemployment which fs already visible 
beeduse of the lessened foreign market for 
American goods. The burden is evidently 
too heavy for the individual manufacturer 
or producer. Money has been advanced on 
most of those necessities in storage and 
the Buropean buyers are not in position, in 
many cases, to pay in cash even enough to 
release the goods from storage. 

Yet there are millions of men and wom- 
en in those European communities who 
are crying for work, even as they are cry- 
ing for food: and there are reputable man- 
ufacturing firms who seek to employ them, 
but have not the ready money with which 
to secufe either the raw material or to fill 
the pay envelopes. International credit 
has simply broken down. It is an eutomo- 
bile with engine trouble. Until the neces- 
gary repairs are made the machine cannot 
move. And it is for the purpose of mak- 
ing those repairs thet a foreign-trade financ- 
ing committee is meeting tomorrow in Chi- 
cago. 

Glancing over the names of the comipit- 
teemen one sees that the movement is one 
of national importance. Interests having 
a gross worth of at least $5,000,000,000 are 
represented. Senator Edge, author of the 
bill bearing his name, ig a member, as is 
John Drum, president of the American 
Bankers’ Association, and 0. K. Davis, sec- 
retary of the National Foreign Trade Coun- 
cil. A number of the most powerful n- 
cial institutions of Waji street ‘are also 
represented. 

It is possible that, out of th present con- 
ference, a plan will be evolYed by which 
this country can feed the hungry in Bu- 
rope and furnish raw material, making 4 
resumption.@—. work possible without a do 
nation of the supplies advanced. It is work 
and not charity that must rebuild and re- 
pair devastated Europe. The conditions 
are set forth by the foreign-trade committee 
as follows: |

te practically every country of the 
World te such an extent that exports 
from the United States to many coun- 
tries during a considerable period have 


«. mot yet been paid for by those coun- 


tries: future exports from the United 
States for an indefinite time cannot be 
paid for in large part except over an 
extended period, and European countries 
in general are obliged to confine their 
purchases here to necessities of the 
moment and are unable to obtain suffi- 
client raw material to restore their fn- 
dustries. 
There is no disgyising the fact, however, 
that the menace Of Bolshevism and anarchy 
in Burope is the greatest obstacle to over- 
come. No corporation would care to send 
supplies of any kind into territory where 
the Bolsheviki are in control; for they 
would be certain either to confiscate them 
outright or to impose such penalties for 
the handling that the original owner would 
get nothing for his goods. Whenever a 
government changes fn form, especially if 
the new form is some bran! of anarchy, 
collection of debts that accrued under the 
old government is practically impossible. 
It. ts for this reason that the most likely 
plan for establishing foreign trade during 
the present crisis appears to be some form

‘How can these widows and children ever 
recall with loving memory a husband and 
father who in death stands revealed in 
such graceless and shameful light? Their 
faith in him is blasted in the very hour of 
their bereavement, and their dearest mem- 
ories become tainted with<suspicion and 
horror. He has robbed them of their only 
solace, left them nothing but everlasting 
shame and doubt. Such men are the bas- 
est of traitors, besmirching, degrading, 
cheating their own, sacrificing al] that its 
most dear on the base altar of lust and 
vanity. A the ramifications of their 
shame extend far into the lives of their 
embittered survivors, who have lost a faith 
in mankind that can never be recovered. 
If husband and father, son and brother 
could be so faithless and treacherous, what 
man in all the world can be worthy of their 
trust? 

Take the dread lesson to heart, all you 
husbands and fathers who are recklessly. 
jeopardizing the sweetest thing on earth, 
family trust and affection. Which of you 


behind you? Yet the Great’Reaper as sure- 
ly stalks at your “hé@le as it did at the 
heels of these sorry victims of their base 
passions. They, too, felt themselves im- 
mune from detection, nor ever guessed that 
Nemesis was so near at hand. If there 
is, indeed, a purgatory, their anguish of 
soul must be long and bitter, indeed, at the 
havoc they have wrought. 


IPLOMACY AND ECONOMICS. 

Secretary Colby, in asking for in- 
ereaged appropriations for the State De- 
partment, declared that henceforward dfplo- 
macy could not confine itself to political 
questions, but must devote more attention 
to the economic side of the international 
situation. 

The Secretary of State points out that an 
era of keen commercial competition is con- 
fronting this country owing to the fact that 
all other nations, and especially the Euro- 
peans, are “reviving and intensifying their 
efforts to regain foreign markets, capture 
former enemy markets and to attaining a 
high degree of economic production.” 

The crucial point in the above informa- 
tion, taken in conjunction with the news 
that United States exports have fallen off 
considerably in the last few months, is 
that reminder that other nations are satriv- 
ing for “a high degree of economic produc- 
tion.” Now a high degree of economic pro- 
duction means both quantity and quality 
at marketable prices, and wherever there 
fs “keen commercial competition” price is 
going to play a part. The United States 
is not going to cut much ice in this keen 
competition if our prices are not only high 
but the rate of exchange remains over- 
whelmingly in our favor and against our 
would-be customers. It will be a thousand 
pities if the rate of exchange can only be 
adjusted by a trade slump for the United 
States. It would be infinitely more com- 
fortable for all concerned if the European 
nations could be restored to solvency with- 
out the victimization .of our people—witbh- 
out bankrupt producers and unemployed 
workers all Over the United States.

It will 
doubtless come as a blow to Many com- 
mercia! organizations and trades unions in | 
this country to realize that we must chiefly , 
compete with that selfsame “high degree | 
of economic production” that our rivals 
have instituted. If we “curtail production” 
and “insist and insist upon maintaining @ 
high standard of wages”—two maxims ar 
dently advocated just now by some pro- 
ducers and trade unionists—that extra 
three million dollars’ worth of economic 
diplomacy is not going to get us very far. 

It will be quite unpleasantly strenuous, 
perhaps, but the cold fact remains that, if 


the form of hard work, applied efficiency 
and increased production—and therefore 


at a cheaper price—pbrilliant negotiations, 
expensive consulates and a benevolent 
Department will have to be aided 
and abetted by hard work. applied effi- 
clency and increased production ‘on our 
part. We can't sell the goods if we haven't 
them, and we can't sell them if the price 
is too high. Our European rivals haven't. 
much money, but they evidently mean to 
work their assets for all they are worth— 
and those assets appear to be energy, in- 
dustry, application and Initiative. They 
have decided vpon the weapons in this

THE GROWING DOLLAR. 

The dollar grows larger every day. Its 
purchasing power increases. There is nd 
doubt about it now. Sugar has already 
come down. Abundant crops are having 
their desirable effect upon other foodstuffs. 
Clothing, hats, shoes, automobiles, all are 
cheaper. Freer freight movement and a 
decrease in labor unrest are helping to 
every section of the land. And there is 
no reason to fear that this sudden and 
widespread reduction in costs holds danger 
of business, disaster. Price shriftkage, in 
reality, indicates nothing more nor less 
than the dollar's gain in purchasing power. 
Not wages but what wages will buy deter- 
mines living standards. Dollars saved in 
the war years increase in buying power-—— 
in actual value—with every day, and dol- 
lars saved now will buy more five years’ 
hence if the present trend of business holds. 
Every dollar saved, of course, works not 
only for its owner, but also for the whole 
community and for the business by which 
its owner lives. . Thrift is more than good 
personal policy, intelligent selfishness. Tt 
is the soundest of national policies. When 
one considers that, after the Civil War. it 
was 1878 before prices reached their nor- 
ma! level again, the possible advantages of 
thrift right now become apparent. After 
all, work and economy are the foundation 
of wellbeing, whether one means the well- 
being of the State or of the individual.— 
[Brockton (Mass.) Times.

KEEPING.

Dr. Edgar Dawson ts in town on a 
mission. He is lecturing, lafgely to 
the jadies; on the urgent necessity 
for the adoption of an executive 
budget system for the United States. 
As he so reasonably explains, netl- 
ther the Republicans nor the Demo- 
crats find it expedient te imstitute 
Any such arbitrary method of fixing 
responsibility for the expenditure of 
merry billions when their party ts 
in office, while the great leaders of 
either always feel that it is an ur- 
gent reform when the opposition is 
in power. So Dr. Dawson is quite 
consistent in making his lecture 
tour now, being a good Democrat. 

However, it is the same budget 
system that Wiliam Howard 


endeavored to @stablish during his 
brief Presidency—and which meaa 


brevity, And Dr. Dawson, speaking 
at the Friday Morning Club last 
‘week, had a large and keen audi- 
ence, his appeal to the economicai 
and efficient housekeeping proclivi- 
ties of the sex falling on fertile 
ground. 

When hubby disgorges more or 
less generous doles at home he usu- 
ally wants to know what the money 
ie for and how it was spent. Dr. 
Dawson now reminds the ladies that 
their political emancipation gives 
them the same rights in regard to 
national finance. He explained the 
sins of log-+tolling. a fascinating 
game by which little country towns 
of 5000 inhabitants get public build- 
ines costing fortunes; by which mil- 
lions per annum are spent on the 
dubious improvement of humble Ift- 
tle creeks, and by which the happy 
representative of the particular con- 
stituency is enabled to win the fond 
gratitude of his electors. It is the 
pleasapt, easy-going system of “you 
scratch my back and I'll scratch 
yours,” representatives voting for 
each other's handsome approprta- 
tions at the general expense of the 
taxpayers. 

The speaker apologized for being 
unpatriotic enough to hold Great 
Britain up as an example of good 


budgeting, but courageously 


ahead to explain the system of per- 
sonal executive responsibility. by 
which Pnglish Prime Minister 
politically lives or dies on his bud- 
get. The British budget is the basis P 
and record of government. The 
Prime Minister's annual budget 
speech in Parliament is required to 
explain exactly how much ‘money 
is wanted for each department of 
the public service, why, wherefore 
and how the previous year’s nation- 
al income was spent.

excentional case, but rather the rule. 
Dr. Daweon read long lists of such 
instances. It makes it possible 
to establish customhovses, military 
posts and navy yards. not where it 
fs most convenient to bave them, 
but where the most influential rep- 
resentative, comes from. 

All the time the sp@kker insisted 
that Brutus and Cassius were hon- 
orable men.
